Cottonseed  prices  in  Texas  and  Oklah  ma  for  wag m-lot  seed  f «  'cb,  the  gins  increased  slightly 
during  the  '<voeko    The  average  price  in  T^xas  this  v/eek  v;as  $101»30  per  ton  comp?red  with  $100*90 
per  ton  last  weeko    In  Oklahonia  the  average  price  was  $99^-60  per  ton  compared  v/j  th  $97<,70  per  ton 
last  v/eeku    One  year  ago  the  averags  price  in  Texas  v;as  $43ol0  per  ton  and  in  Oklahoma  $41^20  per 
touo    The  average  oil  mill  price,  basis  grade  100  and  "as  is''>  during  the  week  in  Texas  was  $107o50 
per  ton  and  in  Oklahoma  $110-,00  per  tone 

Prices  for  crude  cottonseed  oil  in  the  south  advanced  recently  and  on  Tuesday  were  quoted  at  21a25 
to  21,50  cents  p'-r  pound.    This  is  l/2  to  l/4  cent  below  the  seasonal  highs  quoted  earlier  in  the 
weeko    Crude  cottonseed  oil  in  thc^  soath  is  selling  at  rbout  2*50  cents  above  the  quoted  price  for 
crude  soybean  oil,-,    World  cottonsued  production  for  1950-51  has  been  estimated  at  12o8  million 
short  tens  bji-  the  Office  of  Fcrtign  .sgriouitural  Relationso    This  is  11  percent  less  than  in 
1949-50  and  16  percent  less  than  the  5'-y:ar,  1935-39  avor^gc'  of  15<,3  million  short  tonso  The 
decline  in  the  production  of  cottonseed  in  the  United  States  more  than  accounts  for  the  total  world 
declinee    Indications  are  that  all  other  cotton  producing  areas  except  Argentina ^  the  Belgi^a  Congo 
and  British  East  iifrica  have  increased  their  production  of  cottonseeda
